BON JOVI 


HOLLYWOOD BOUND 


Stolen scripts feed Bounce, the band’s latest effort 


ver the past decade, Jon Bon Jovi 

has acted in 10 movies and guest- 

starred on TV's Ally McBeal. It's no 

surprise then that these frequent 
journeys to Tinseltown have rubbed off on 
his music. 

Granted, many of Bon Jovi’s older songs 
read like Hollywood treatments (lone 
cowboys, scrappy guys working the docks). 
Bounce is even more blatantly influenced by 
the silver screen than anything in Bon Jovi's 
past. The title of the delicate, passion-swept 
“You Had Me from Hello” was copped from 


Jerry Maguire, and the lyrics of the piano 
ballad “Open All Night” are meant as a 
dialogue between Jon Bon Jovi's character 
on Ally McBeal and Calista Flockhart’s. 

Even the sentiments of the opening cut 
“Undivided/’ which culminate in the feel-good 
line, “Where we once were divided, now we 


| stand united,” sound like something that 
must have been said at the end of Rocky 

| Il or When Harry Met Sally. 

| Throughout the record, the band 
manages to be both instantly familiar 
and somewhat contemporary. “Undivided” 
begins with a guitar chug that's a lot like 
Weezer's “Hash Pipe,” and the exultant 

| single “Everyday” is treated with just 
enough electronic studio tricks to sound 
hip in an era of Linkin Park preeminence. 
At the same time, Bon Jovi's knack for 
mixing melodic vocals with a bit of guitar 
bluster is ever-present, and guitarist 
Richie Sambora even drags out the 
“Livin’ on a Prayer” talk-box guitar for the 
rousing title track. 

That said, those who never liked Bon 

Jovi aren't going to change their minds 
for this one. Fans of modern rock will 
find too much pop convention for their 


| tastes, and emotional singer/songwriter 


aficionados will likely be turned off by 
the many high-octane chest-thumping 
power anthems. (JW)

The intimidating actor on surviving Harlem, defending Don King and knocking people out 


You grew up ina rough section of 

Harlem. Please explain the depths of 

your poverty. 
I didn’t have my own room until I 
went away to college. Before that, 
I slept with my brother on a pullout 
couch. We didn’t even have a shower 
ora bathtub until I was finishing high 
school. We used to wash in a bucket. 
But that’s all I knew, so for me, it 
didn’t seem all that odd. 

How did growing up there affect you? 
It got to the point where I was desen- 
sitized to hearing gunshots or seeing 
dead bodies. It was second nature to 
say, “So-and-so got shot.” 

Exactly how often did you see dead 

bodies? 

I was in church once and saw a guy 
hanging off of a fire escape witha 
noose around his neck. A police 
officer came in and told us to come 
outside to try to identify the guy. 

Is it true that after you made it big 

you found your brother in a home- 

less shelter? 

Yes, Iwas doing a film called The Saint 
of Fort Washington with Matt Dillon 
and Danny Glover. We were filming at 
a homeless shelter one day, and the 
production assistant told me there 
was a guy in there saying he’s my 
brother. I didn’t believe it. Sure 
enough, when I got inside, not only 
was my brother in there, so were 
some of the other guys I grew up 
with. I hadn‘t seen him for I don’t 
know how long, but I got him out of 
there the next night. 

What kept you from winding up like 

those guys? 

My mother. I lived on the first floor of 
a building where junkies were always 
shooting dope into their veins. Id see 
junkies in the hallway shooting dope 
and nodding. You've got this drug 
dealer making $5,000 a day, and 
my dad only made $8,000 a year. I 
thought, maybe to help Mom, I should 
just become a lookout for the dealer 
and he'd shoot me $500 a week. But 
I never got involved, because I knew 
it would hurt my mother. I never 
wanted to disappoint her. 

Some people are named after war 

heroes, others take their names 
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from the Bible. You were named 

after NBC newsman Irving R. Levine. 

Can you explain why? 
I don't really know. That was my 
mother, I didn’t really ask too many 
questions about that one. 

How did it get shortened to Ving? 

Why not Irv? 
I was going to college at SUNY- 
Purchase, which is about 25 miles 
north of Harlem. Stanley Tucci and 
I were roommates, and he started 
calling me Ving or Vingski as a joke. 
Then everyone started saying it and 
itjust stuck. 

You and Stanley Tucci were room- 

mates? That sounds like the makings 

of a mediocre sitcom. 
I don't want to stereotype, but let me 
say this: In general, Italians show 
more emotion than Protestant white 
guys. In the ghetto, we call them 
white black guys. Stan was very cool. 

Which one of you was the neat freak? 

Who left the pizza boxes out and who 

had the stinky feet? 
Stanley was a soccer player. He used 
to wear those old, gray, wool sweat 
socks with a red stripe on them. 
Iremember him wearing those socks 
alot... and he hada lot of hair on 
his body, like his legs and stuff— 
very hairy. 

You've trained for a long time to 

play Sonny Liston in a film that 

keeps getting pushed back, and you 

played a boxer in the recent film 

Undisputed. During sparring, have 

you ever been knocked out? 
I got knocked down bya guy who was 
training me. I threw a left jab, and 
instead of bringing the jab right back 
to my chin, I brought it down around 
my chest, and he caught me witha 
right hook. It didn’t hurt. It almost 
felt like I was floating. Then boom, I 
hit the canvas. 

What's the hardest you've hit a man? 

Have you ever knocked anybody out? 
I've knocked someone down in spar- 
ring, but I don’t think that was the 
hardest I've hit anyone. When you 
knock someone down, you feel this 
sort of tingle up your forearm and 
biceps. I can’t really explain what 
it is—it’s like a rush of blood or 


something. I think the hardest I’ve 
hit someone was while hitting to the 
body. Knocking someone down is 
more a matter of the punch’s place- 
ment than its power. 

You spent several days with Don King 

to prepare for your role in HBO's Don 

King: Only in America. During that 

time, how many confirmed lies did 

he tell you? 

Who says he lied to me at all? Don’t 
ask me questions about Don King and 
confirmed lies if you don’t know 
Don King. You didn’t grow up in the 
ghetto around black people like Don 
King. And I take it you were never a 
numbers runner like Don King. So it’s 
unfair. What does that tell you? 

Let's stop talking about Don King. 
We can deal with it. I don’t mind as 
long as I can deal with it honestly. 
My experience with Don King was 
very positive. 

You won a Golden Globe for your por- 

trayal of him, but when you walked 

onstage to receive it, you gave it to 

Jack Lemmon. What gives? 

I look at myself as the vessel for the 
spirit of God to live in. I'd seen some 
of Jack Lemmon’s films, but quite 
honestly, not many. I had never even 
met Jack Lemmon before, but God 
laid it on my heart to give him that 
Golden Globe. 

When did God tell you to cough it up? 
The minute that I got onstage. It’s 
that simple. 

In Pulp Fiction, you participate in 

one of history's most memorable 

man-rape scenes. How did you get 

into the mindset of someone who's 

being forcibly cornholed? 
I've never been raped, so I don’t 
really know what it’s like. What I do 
is called a substitution. If someone is 
doing something to you, like in this 
case taking your manhood, then you 
imagine something analogous and 
put yourself in that frame of mind. 
There were several takes of me crying 
while I said the line, “I'm gonna get 
medieval on your ass.” I was crying 
out of anger, but Quentin Tarantino 
chose to use a different take.

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A gang of kidnappersgave Marc Schiller a beatdown worthy 
of a Tarantino flick. Then the real punishment began

t was as if a tactical military 
team had swooped in from the 
shadows, and Marc Schiller was 
the target. Eight hands punched, 
clawed and beat him into sub- 
mission, putting an abrupt halt 
to his walk through a suburban 
Miami, FL, strip mall. Realizing 
the futility of resisting, Schiller imme- 
diately tried to surrender. “Take my 
money. Here’s my watch,” he pleaded, 
extending his Rolexed wrist. “You can 
even have my car.” No sooner had the 
words left his mouth than Schiller 
experienced the mind-melting jolt 
generated by a 120,000-volt stun gun. 
Four burly thugs then dragged his limp 
body to a nearby van, threw him in and 
took off. One guy shoved a nickel- 
plated revolver in his face as another 
handcuffed his wrists. Duct tape was 
placed over his eyes and mouth. 

A heavy smoker, Schiller hyper- 
ventilated as he struggled to figure out 
what he possibly could have done to be 
in these circumstances. This wasn’t at 
all a police force taking out a perp, but 


what appeared to be a gang of extremely 
vicious muggers. Tossed, kicked and 
beaten around the back of the van, he 
was helpless. While one kidnapper took 
his wallet, another grabbed his watch, 
snatched a gold Star of David from his 
neck and then pistol-whipped him. “I 
was sure that these guys were going to 
kill me,” Schiller recalls. “I only hoped 
they would do it sooner rather than 
later.” Then the real beating began. 


Just hours before, Marc Schiller's life 
had been the picture of success. The 
37-year-old lived in a canal-front house 
with his wife and two children in a 
wealthy suburb near Miami Beach. 

He was a self-made millionaire, having 
earned his fortune through work as an 
independent CPA. Now, as he rolled 
around the back of a van at the mercy 
of a brutal gang, Schiller recalled his

wife’s recent fear that they were 

being followed (he had dismissed it as 
paranoia), the burglar alarm that kept 
going off in his garage (he had chalked 
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it up to electrical storms) and the spate | 


of phone calls with nothing but 
silence on the other end. Struggling 
to think straight between boots to 
the groin, Schiller tried desperately 
to make sense of his situation. “All I 
could figure was that Jorge Delgado 
must have hired people to kill me,” 
Schiller recalls.

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Delgado had been an employee and 
eventual business partner of Schiller’s. 
Their relationship turned sour when 
Delgado started a suspect business 
with Daniel Lugo, a trainer at a local 
gym whom Schiller feared. Lugo was a 
6-foot-2, steroid-abusing meathead 
with a serious violent streak. Though 
Schiller was no choir boy—he once had 
a “gray area” Medicare business that he 
sold to Delgado—he had deliberately 
overpaid Delgado for his share of a 
mortgage business in which they were 
partners to make certain everything 
was straight between them. Delgado 
insisted, however, that he’d been given 
the financial shaft. 


The van stopped in a desolate section 
of Hialeah, FL, just outside of Miami. 
Schiller was dragged into a stifling, 
100-plus degree warehouse, laid face 
down and hog-tied with handcuffs. One 
of the thugs stuck a gun to Schiller’s 
head and ordered him to telephone 
his wife. He was to say that he had to 
go ona business trip to the Cayman 
Islands. “For me to do that without 
notice would be bizarre,” he says. 
“She knew something was wrong 
and freaked out. What she didn’t 
do was call the police, which 
was smart. The kidnappers had 
} people in front of our house.

the call, they re-cuffed Schiller and had | 


him lay face-up on top of a Jet Ski 
storage crate. 

Later that night, Schiller was roused 
by a baseball bat and stun guns. He was 
forced to assume a praying position and 
then smacked in his back with the bat. 
He collapsed while trying to roll into a 
ball for protection. Somebody kicked 
him in the head. More swings from the 
bat connected with his exposed neck. 
Each hit and every shock from the stun 
gun were followed by peals of laughter. 
“Tt was like each guy had his own special 
brand of torture he enjoyed,” Schiller 
recalls. “I figured they would just beat 
me to a pulp and leave me for dead.” 

The gang toyed with him for hours, 
alternating vicious beatings with 
questions about his finances, demand- 
ing to know exactly how much money 
he was worth, what assets he had and 
where he kept the ownership papers for 
his home. They amused themselves by 
putting a gun to his head and pulling 
the trigger, playing a variation of 
Russian roulette. Although his first 
instinct was to tell these guys anything 
they wanted just to stop the pain, 
Schiller remained silent. He had worked 
out that they wanted a complete list of 
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his assets so they could systematically 
liquidate it all and bleed him dry of 
every penny. Once they had what they 
wanted, they'd kill him, and worse, 
maybe his family as well. Schiller felt 
he had but one option. “I realized that 
I could maintain control over the 
situation only by withholding the 
information they wanted,” he says. 

As Schiller refused to yield despite 
the brutal torture, his kidnappers grew 
tired and frustrated, and left him for a 
few hours. Then, from the darkness, 
somebody asked if he wanted a ciga- 
rette. The voice sounded familiar: a 
gravelly, New York-accented honk, 
punctuated by a creepy lisp. Schiller 
recognized it as belonging to Delgado’s 
roid-freak friend Daniel Lugo and felt a

sense of dread. “Lugo seemed mentally 
unstable, the way he talked and carried 
himself,” Schiller recalls. “He was ego- 
tistical and got what he wanted one 
way or another. He had wild eyes, and 
seemed like the kind of guy who would 
snap instantly.” 

Schiller heard a match being struck, 
smelled tobacco burning and reached 
out for the cigarette, only to have the lit 
end pushed into the palm of his hand. 
Lugo broke out laughing, as did the 
rest of the gang, and then another guy 


| came at him with a windproof lighter 
| and began burning his bound arms. 
Schiller could smell his skin cooking as

Despite the intense pain, Schiller 
focused on keeping quiet no matter 
what they did to him. Then Lugo said 
something that forced him to abandon 
his plan: “We will bring your wife and 
kids here. We'll chain your kids next to

crumbled, and proposed that if they let 


| him arrange for his wife and kids to 


fly to his in-laws in Colombia, he would 


| fully cooperate. Just seven hours after 
| he had been kidnapped, Schiller 


realized he had played his final card. 


Schiller received word within the week 
confirming that the family was safely 
in South America. By then, Schiller was 
in a horrible mental state, disoriented 
from the effects of near starvation, 
sleep deprivation, the duct-tape blind- 
fold and regular beatings. He had 
begun to have terrifying hallucinations, 
believing he lived in the 18th century. 
“They blasted house music around the 
clock, so I wouldn't hear them talking. 
That was its own kind of torture,” 
Schiller recalls. “They didn’t let me 
defecate for seven days. When I finally 
did go, it was the most painful thing 
you can imagine. The guys all stood 
around, watching and laughing. Then 
they wouldn't let me use toilet paper.” 
Schiller’s only way to keep from 
completely breaking down was to 
retreat into fantasy. He would recall the 
most minute details from key events in 
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his life and spent hour upon hour 
re-evaluating the bad relationship he 
had with his father, looking for ways to 
resolve it. He composed a dozen songs 
in his head, even though he didn’t 
have a musical background. Bound, 
blinded, physically ravaged and know- 
ing he could be killed at any moment, 
it was all he could rely on. 

Once the family had fled Schiller’s 
luxurious home, the gang moved in 
and began using it as their base. 

They drove his cars, wore his clothing 
and charged thousands to his credit 
cards, including some three grand on 
condoms and another five on porn. 
Delgado sorted through Schiller’s 

files to find his key holdings and then 
brought the papers back to the ware- 
house. As Schiller had predicted, 
Delgado had him sell all his stocks and 
bonds, convert his retirement accounts 
to cash and transfer all monetary assets 
into his checking account. 

When he wasn’t dissolving his entire 
life’s work or being tortured, Schiller 
spent his days handcuffed on the crate.

At night, he was chained to a filthy 
toilet. He was allowed to receive the 
occasional call from his wife—his 
kidnappers rightly figured that as long 
as she knew he was alive, it would keep 
her from alerting the Miami-Dade 
County police. They closely monitored 
all of the phone calls, however, and 
kept a gun pressed to his head as insur- 
ance. “My wife would ask who was 
holding me, and I couldn’t answer her,” 
Schiller remembers. “The worst was 
when I spoke with my 5-year-old son. 
He told me how much he missed me 
and asked when I was coming home. 
I started crying. It was the only time 
during the kidnapping that I cried.” 
Even though Schiller was enduring 
extreme physical and mental torture, 
the tape covering his eyes was the 
source of the most excruciating pain. 
“The glue ate away at my skin,” Schiller 
recounts. “I told those guys, ‘Look, 
do anything to me, I don't give a shit, 
but this pain is unbearable.” The kid- 
nappers told Schiller to keep his eyes 
shut and then ripped off the tape. “I 
couldn’t have opened my eyes if I

wanted to, they were so cut up and 

| swollen from the tape,” he adds. Then, 

to shut him up, they put a maxi pad 

over his eyes and taped him back up. 

Entering Schiller’s fourth week of 

captivity, the atmosphere in the 

warehouse shifted. His kidnappers 

| had already managed to liquidate 
$1.26 million of his assets. Toward the 
middle of the week—30 days since 
Schiller had been abducted—Lugo 
materialized with a final set of papers 
that needed to be signed. “It’s your 
death warrant,” he cheerfully said, 
referring to Schiller’s $2 million life- 
insurance policy. Schiller was forced to 
make one last phone call to his lawyer, 
Gene Rosen, and explain that he was 
leaving his wife because he had fallen 
in love with a woman named Lilian 
Torres—in actuality, Lugo’s ex-wife— 
who would be his new beneficiary. 
Stripped of all his material worth, 
Schiller realized he was of no value to 

| his captors anymore. “I was resigned 
to dying,” he says. “I just hoped it 

| wouldn't be painful. Then they brought 


| me something sweet to drink. It tasted

pretty good. I drank it, fell over and 
passed out.” 

At four o'clock that morning, 
Schiller’s limp, drugged body was 
placed in the driver's seat of his Toyota 
4Runner. A tank of propane gas had 
been placed in the back of the SUV, 
which was then set on fire and pointed 
on a collision course with a utility pole. 
As it rolled forward, Schiller came to, 
opened the door and got out seconds 
before it crashed and exploded. He 
staggered away from the burning wreck 
and tried to walk to safety. Watching 


| from a car down the street, Lugo had 


his driver run Schiller down—and then 
back over him, just to be sure. 


| Schiller awoke the next day in Miami's 
| Jackson Memorial Hospital. He had 

| no idea how he got there—Schiller 

| now believes that somebody saw the 


explosion and called paramedics—but 
found that he had miraculously survived 
with a torn bladder, twisted spine, 
fractured pelvis, and burns covering his 
arms, legs and butt. Now a filthy, 
ragged, broke and anonymous man, 
Schiller tried to explain to hospital 


fe staffers what had happened to him 


over the past month, but they dis- 
missed his story as the hallucinatory 
ravings of a DWI suspect. Unable to get 
any help from the authorities, and 
certain that Lugo and company would 
try to finish him off if they found him, 
Schiller relocated to a hospital near his 
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sister's home in New York. Days later, 
the gang came looking for him in Miami, 
only to find he had fled. 

Four months later, after spending 
some time in Colombia, Schiller went 
to Miami and finally reported his tale 
of kidnapping and torture to the 
Miami-Dade County police. The police 
were suspicious of Schiller’s tale, and 
refused to issue any arrest warrants 
unless he agreed to take a polygraph 
test that week. Still scared of Lugo and 
his gang and barely able to walk,

Schiller didn’t want to hang around 
Miami. Instead, he flew back to his 
family in Colombia to recuperate and 
think about how to restart his life. 
Three months after that, however, 
the police found a deserted Lambor- 
ghini that had belonged to a wealthy 
Hungarian who had been reported 
missing. Police investigations turned 
up information that fit with Schiller’s 
story. They found that the gang had 
repeated the scam on the Hungarian, 
which resulted in he and his girlfriend 
being murdered. They arrested Lugo’s 
entire crew, and Schiller was sub- 
poenaed to testify at their trials. Over 
the next three years, he made 12 trips 
from Colombia to Miami for court 
appearances, where he painfully 
recounted his 30 days of hell in the 
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With Schiller’s drugged body inside, his truck was lit on fire and crashed into a pole 


| hands of a remorseless gang of sadists. 
| In the end, every member of the gang 


involved in Schiller’s kidnapping and 
torture received jail time, and two— 
Lugo and Noel Doorbal, the man who 
had been revealed as Lugo’s right-hand 
man—were given the death penalty. 
After he testified at his abductors’ 
sentencing hearing, a satisfied Schiller 
left the county courthouse. His money 
was gone and his life was a shambles, 
but he felt a sense of closure and was 
confident he could rebuild his business 
and return to a reasonable sense of 
normalcy. Walking toward his car, he 


heard somebody calling for him to stop. | 


Turning to look, he once again found 
himself surrounded by a group of men. 
And once again, he was grabbed, 
cuffed and dragged away. 

This time Schiller’s captors weren't 
thugs but rather FBI agents who were 
arresting him for Medicare fraud. 
Schiller would soon come to learn that, 
in exchange for a reduced sentence, 
Delgado had cooperated with the Fed’s 
investigation into some of Schiller’s 
underhanded dealings. According to 
Schiller, Delgado had been even more 
deeply involved and later worked a 
bigger Medicare scam with Lugo. 
Rather than risk a maximum 20-year 
sentence, however, Schiller pleaded 
guilty to lesser charges and received a 
four-year sentence. He also lost his 
license to practice accounting. In the 
end, he served only two years, and 
now lives once again with his family in 
the US. He did, however, ask that FHM

ome say 2002 is the year of 
the horse. Those people are 
Chinese astrologers—or hungry 
patrons of Chinese restaurants 
eagerly staring at their place 
mats.

In April, Ashanti Douglas's self-titled 
album entered the charts at No. 1, and in 
seven short days sold more than 500,000 
copies.

Still, it’s her dedication 
and remarkable accomplishments, matched 
only by her smoky voice and wholesome 
looks, that earned Ashanti a place atop 
FHM's list. It’s a conquering of which even 
General Tso himself would be proud. 


Aside from topping FHM's sexy-songstress 
list, what has been Ashanti’s 2002 highlight?

performing. So, in an effort to gain 
better insight prior to our interview- 
ing him, FHM enlisted the help of Jan 
Sutton, author of Healing the Hurt 
Within.

As warden, what’s an average day 

like for you? 

Italkto the inmates every day to stay 
informed. Ineed to be able to feel the 
tension ifthere is any, identify where 
it’s coming from, then defuse it. We're 
fire preventers, not firefighters. If I 
have to fight fire all the time, I can’t 
stay ahead of the problems. 

What kind of fires do you mean? 
Everything from riots and hostages to 
murders and suicides. The worst thing 
that ever happened to me was a 
hostage situation. I don’t negotiate 
for hostages. When we went in where 
the hostages were, I was the first in 
the room, the secretary was second 
and the deputy warden was third—he 
had the gun. They wouldn't give up 
the hostages, so we shot the inmates. 
They'd killed our captain earlier, so 
we knew they would kill again. Rather 
than negotiate, we just did our job. 

How often do things like that happen? 
Once. And it won't happen again, 
because they know we don’t negoti- 
ate. They know we'll shoot them. 

How about riots? 

I don’t have riots. If you have good 
food, good medicine, good playin’ 
and good prayin’, you'll have good 
inmates. Ifyou don’t have good food 
and they're hungry, they're going to 
be angry and they're going to be vio- 
lent. I have 5,000 prisoners. They're 
as bad as prisoners can get, but if you 
keep them full and fat, they're happy. 
Plus, they can’t run as fast. 

Do you eat the same prison food? 
Ido. My prison eats well. 

What's the best meal in Angola? 

Pork chops, but their favorite meal is 
fried chicken. On fried-chicken day, 
I've got to put extra guards at the 
cafeteria door because the prisoners 
will steal the food. But when they 
escape and run off through the 
woods, their food of choice is Spam. 
Every time we catch a man in the 
woods, he has Spam with him. I don’t 
know why, maybe it makes ‘em run. 

Is it true Angola is the only peniten- 

tiary with its own zip code? 

It is, Angola, 70712. We're 18,000 
acres. You have to drive 22 miles to 
go around it.

Has there ever been a prisoner who 
scared you? 
No. I’m only afraid of snakes and 
electricity. You can’t be afraid in 
our business. 
Who’s the toughest prisoner in 
Angola right now? Is there one you 
have to keep your eyes on at all times? 
We have one guy in here with 2,200 
years and nine life sentences. That's 
heavy, heavy time, so we don’t ever 
turn our back on him. But I’m going 
to be as good as they let me and as 
mean as they make me, and they all 
knowthat. I don’t everlie. IfI tell you 
a rooster can fly, get the harness. 
Has there ever been an escape on 
your watch? 
Oh yeah. Manhunting is the sport of 
kings. Two years ago, four inmates 
from death row were out for about an 
hour and 50 minutes before the blood- 
hounds chased them down. We also 
use night vision, thermal imagery, all 
kinds of tools to chase them. We have 
four or five boats and a Jet Ski we put 
inthe river, so it’s quite an ordeal. I’ve 
had as many as 100 people out with 
guns for my dragnet. But normally, 
the bloodhounds are going to catch 
you, especially with the dogs I have 
now. They don’t even bark, so you'll 
never hear them coming. 
What's the cleverest escape attempt 
you've witnessed? 
The time they bought off my correc- 
tional officer. They gave him $800 and 
he brought them 10 hacksaw blades. 
They cut the doors out, got out onthe 
farm and took off running. They ran 
about four miles, but we caught them 
before they ever got offthe grounds. 
So these guys paid off one of your 
officers, and all it took was $800? 
The plan was quite elaborate. They'd 
smuggled in Benadryl tablets in a 
cassette player. Then they fed 
Benadryl-laced sandwiches to the 
other inmates on the tier, putting 
them all to sleep. That way nobody 
heard them leave. 
Are there ever any heartwarming 
moments at Angola? 
When we have funerals. When 
prisoners die, we dig the graves by 
hand, havea horse-drawn hearse and 


use coffins that the inmates make 
themselves by hand. One old coffin 
builder said, “I polish each coffin 
because I don’t know which one will 
be mine.” Sure enough, about three 
months ago, he died. We put him in 
one of his coffins and told that story 
at the cemetery. 

What's execution day like for you? 
In the morning, the inmate comes 
over to the execution chamber. We 
fingerprint him and talk to him, find 
out what he wants for his last meal— 
I always eat it with him. We'll laugh 
and joke a bit, and we'll talk about 
religion. The bad thing is nobody 
spent time with their victims, or had 
alast meal with them, or talked about 
their soul. They just got killed. That’s 
bad. Then at about seven or eight 
o'clock at night, we escort him into 
the chamber and let him make a last 
statement. I hope he says he’s sorry, 
but ifhe doesn’t, that’s his problem. 

How did the last prisoner you 

executed behave as he was about to 

be put down? 
He was cool. I asked him, “Do you 
want me to tell anybody anything?” 
He said no. I asked, “Should I tell the 
victim you're sorry?” He said, “No, 
don’t tell anybody anything. Just tell 
my lawyer he’s fired.” He had a sense 
of humor to the end. 

Is it true you hold their hands while 

they go? 
Ido. 

Has the governor ever called at the 

last minute? 
One prisoner got within 20 minutes 
of his execution. He was eating his 
last meal, a bowl of gumbo, and I 
said, “I'm going to give you the best 
news you ever had. I’m not going to 
execute you tonight. You gota stay.” 
He blacked out and fell over into his 
gumbo. Most times, they don’t 
believe me. I say, “We're going to take 
you back to death row.” Then they're 
all happy to go back. That's crazy, 
isn’t it? But all of the prisoners I've 
had stayed Ive also executed later. 
Each and every one.
